Jackie Robinson dead 


STAMFORD, Conn 
(UPI )— 
Jackie Robinson, major league 
baseball’s first black player who 
went on to become one of the 
game's most brilliant stars, 
died today of an apparent heart 
attack He was 53. 
Police were summoned to 
Robinson s home on Cascade 
Road at 6:26 a m by his wife, 
Rachel Two officers adminis­ 
tered external heart massage 
and oxygen, but Robinson was 
dead on arrival at Stamford 
Hospital 
The silver-haired 
Robinson 
had been a dashing, reckless 
man on the baseball diamond, 
quickly earning the reputation 
of a player willing and able to 
win with his bat, his glove, and 
his base-running daring. 
But recently, his strapping 
body had begun to show the 
ravages of both advancing years 
and the recklessness with which 
he played baseball. A diabetic. 


Robinson was blind in one eye 
and his sight rapidly was failing 
in the other. 
And his life was marred by 
recent tragedy. His eldest son, 
Jackie Jr., died in an auto crash 
in Connecticut while returning 
home from a drug treatment 
program. 
Robinson’s brilliant 10-year 
earerer was capped in 1962 with 
his election to baseball’s Hall of 
Fame. 
Robinson became an 
instant celebrity when he joined 
the Dodgers in 1947. He ignored 
the bitter racial jibes of some of 
his teammates and almost all of 
his 
opponents 
to 
lead 
the 
Dodgers to the 1947 National 
League pennant, being elected 
Rookie of the Year in the 
process. 
But if he was slow being 
accepted by his peers, the fans 
loved him immediately Robin­ 
son's base-running derringo-do 
was 
the 
bane 
of 
opposing 


pitchers and the joy of the 
Brooklyn faithful. 
Dodger fans loved nothing 
more than to watch Robinson 
work a pitcher for a walk, then 
rattle 
the 
opposing 
hurler 
unmercifully with his dancing 
leads off first. Then often as not. 
Robinson would steal second 
and go to third on the catcher s 
wild throw, and then steal home 
as the 
infuriated 
opposition 
became 
more 
and 
more 
unnerved. 
Since his son became involved 
with drugs, Robinson had been a 
crusader against drug abuse. 
Robinson had planned to fly to 
Washington, D C this morning 
to participate in a symposium 
on drugs. The symposium was 
held 
as scheduled 
at 
the 
Sheraton 
Park 
Hotel, 
and 
Robinson was given a special 
tribute in memorium for 
his 
work in the field. 
Robinson was to have spoken 


along 
with 
Jerome 
Jaffe. 
director of the White House 
Office on 
Drug 
Abuse and 
Prevention; and other federal 
officials and some ex-addicts on 
a 
program 
sponsored 
by 
Washington business groups. 


Harold "Pee Wee Reese, the 
Dodger captain and shortstop 
when Robinson broke in. said 
today he had been with Robinson 
Sunday at the final game of the 
World Series in Cincinnati 


Baseball 
Commissioner 
Bowie Kuhn today described 
Robinson as a man "who’s life 
was one of total courage. No one

Where's salmon? 


By ЛЛ. C. Cockshott 


OCEAN FISHING 
Except for salmon, fishing out of Port San Luis is still 
holding up 
Not much pressure from private boats, as the weather 
has not been good, but party boats from Avila, now back on 
the job, are doing well 
Pet s Tackle shop report that the big Islander is going out 
regularly, either on charter or customer fishing, and has 
been working the Lion Rock area The A B C , besides 
bottom fishing, is making exploratory runs, ostensibly 
looking for traces of salmon. So far with little success 
The projected last-of-the-season run, so far has not 
started November 12 is the end of the season from Tomales 
Bay south Above this area there is no imposed closed 
season, except what is set by the salmon themselves. 
I* ishing out of San Simeon is still fairly hot with several 
large ling cod caught. In fact most anglers are getting their 
limits. 
In the Santa Barbara-Hueneme-Ventura area, rock fish 
and calico bass fishing around the Channel Islands has been 
good, but weather has been on the spotty side So anglers 
should be prepared to encounter rain and some rough areas, 
all part of the so-called “ fun of fishing". 
( loser in, sand, kelp and calico bass fishing is producing 
well for those who want a shorter trip with plenty of action 
Yellow tail have not been very active, owing to weather 
conditions in the Anacapa Island area 
Albacore still a long way out from Morro Bay. but 
dedicated “ long fin" fishermen have been going out, 
weather permitting. Fish vary from 15 to 35 pounds 
For the elderly anglers, crabbing from both Pismo and 
Avila Pier has been good, with lots of very large rock crabs, 
and no size or possession limit. One spot that appears to be 
good is the rocks near the Launching facility at Port San 
Luis. The most popular “ modus operandi" is to have two 
rods (allowable in the oceani, one baited with herring or 
shrimp for ling cod. the other with fish “ innards" for the 
crabs A landing net is needed for this type of crabbing, as 
the crab lets loose when near the surface. 
GOOD NEWS, BAD NEWS 
Last week we received a release from the DFG that both 
Laguna and Atascadero Lakes were to be planted with 
catchable trout The existing condition of these lakes were 
such that we could not imagine what possessed the 
bureaucrats at Region 3 headquarters to pick on these two 
most unlikely waters However, the planting crew used 
their heads once they saw these obviously incorrect waters 
to plant trout at this time of year, and so the fish were 
dumped where they figured they would do the most good 
Lopez Lake We do not know the exact quantity but in all 
probability at least two tank loads. Knowing the size of the 
tankers it could have been around 5500 trout, some going 
three to a pound. 
Now we have the bad news on Lopez, it would appear that 
some noble sportsman had dumped some goldfish in the 
lake some time, probably this summer They are fairly 
plentiful around the marinas, in the weeds. We called the 
county Department of Beaches and Parks, and talked with 
Bob Gregory, who was definitely alarmed at the situation, 
and informed us that the DFG had been making a survey of 
the lake, but so far he had no report from them Bob agreed 
with us that action was needed at once and agreed that a 
netting program, if implimented right away, would help the 
situation, as the goldfish were not much scattered so far 
Obviously a poisoning program is not to be considered as 
this is a potable water lake The thought has occurred that 
some of the big German trout that have passed their 
usefulness as breeders, and are planted in northern lakes 
might help remedy the situation, as they will usually clean 
up on small fish including the over population of red ear 
perch and blue gill. We have been promised a report on the 
survey, if and when it is made The situation is serious, and 
could wreck the lake as a potential game fishery 
NACIMIENTO 
l-ake Nacimiento reports fishing pressure low. but those 
who were present loaded up on crappie and limits of white 
bass. Black bass are still in the 1 to 2*2 pound class, the 
lunkers still hiding out Most of the bass have been caught 
by anglers trolling for crappie. Catfishing best at night, 
with few anglers out 
Facilities at this lake will remain open all year 
Lake Cachuma will resume its weekly planting of trout, 
alternating with plants from the DFG of catchable size 
rainbows Main action here has been on catfish, with cats 
up to 10 pounds being caught All that is needed now is 
plenty of rain to bring the lake level up 
The State Fish and Game Commission has received a list 
of streams recommended for the DFG's Wild Trout 
Program This included 360 miles of water in 16 streams, 11 
open to public fishing and capable of supporting self- 
sustaining populations of wild trout 
The objectives of the program are to maintain quality 
fishing for wild trout in streams where they now exist, and 
develop new streams. The DFG hopes the 16 candidate 
streams will provide the nucleus of a management 
program that will encompass a variety of stream types and 
wild trout fisheries of wide geographic distribution More 
streams, the commission state, will be recommended as 
studies continue

'No' on Prop. 21 


Proposition 21 on the November 7 ballot 
is entitled “ Assignment of Students to 
School 
and adds to the Education Code 
providing: 
No public school student shall 
because of his race, creed, or color, be 
assigned to or be required to attend a 
particular school. 


The Proposition has been called the 
“ anti-busing proposition but we believe it 
is anything but that. 


There is existing law which was passed 
and signed by the Governor last year 
which established flexible guidelines to aid 
school districts and to encourage school 
districts to plan ahead to avoid busing

controversies. As long as school districts 
are actively planning for racial balance, 
court intervention can be averted. 
Proposition 21 s language is basically 
meaningless. The United States Supreme

Proposition 21 seeks to repeal the 
existing law allowing school districts to 
plan ahead.
